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champagnes 68 CBS News color coverage of the Democratic National Convention from Chicago Illinois 
reporting from our convention headquarters correspondent Walter Cronkite good afternoon from Chicago 
where the third session of the Democratic National Convention is scheduled to begin just a half hour from 
now to resume the Vietnam debate interrupted at 1:17 a.m. this morning by delegates shouts for 
adjournment in quite a hectic scene here in the interim Senator Edward Kennedy has issued a statement 
saying he would not accept the presidential nomination and that boom has burst and Georgia's governor 
Maddox says withdrawing his candidacy for the presidential nomination which was never taken very 
seriously for anybody except governor Maddox last night or early this morning is still night when you really 
haven't been to bed for very long that's the case with most of these delegates we were digging in here for a 
session that they 
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digging in here for a session that they gave every indication of running till 4:00 or 5:00 o'clock in the morning 
to hear the presentation of the platform with the highly controversial Vietnam flank and to hear the 
presentation of the minority of Vietnam flank being presented by a coalition of the McCarthy McGovern and 
Edward Kennedy forces that session we thought might last to four or five a.m. but we got a very pleasant 
surprise in a sense a riotous one it all started when a number of the Wisconsin delegation and Don Peterson 
who incidentally is also Eugene McCarthy's Wisconsin manager a move to adjourn until 4:00 this afternoon 
chairman carl albert ruled him out of order but a good many of those in the convention hall began shouting 
we want to go to bed chanting that chant too so that the convention business really couldn't go on and hear 
on videotape for those few of you those very few who may not have been up at 2:00 a.m. this morning is the 
end of last night's session convention will be in order the chair recognizes the mayor of Chicago mr. 
chairman thank you invention will be morning mr. chairman his convention is held for the delegates of the 
great Democratic Party not for anyone in any balcony trying to take over this meeting and if they don't and 
they're there they're here mr. chairman their herons get on the Democratic Party and let them conduct 
themselves accordingly for clear the gallery [Applause] 
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that's an act like ladies and gentlemen and here any without the | will the convention being harder will the 
convention will the convention being from the sergeant-at-arms enforce order in the convention ah Oh 
[Applause] thank you will the Convention be an order [Applause] we'll the convention being order because 
may the chairman make a brief statement [Applause] may | make a brief statement it is not in order to make 


a general motion to adjourn because that would kill the convention the chair would gladly recognize the 
distinguished mayor of the city of Chicago to adjourn to a time certain such as twelve o'clock tomorrow mr. 
chairman | move to adjourn the 12 o'clock tomorrow the question the question is on the motion so many is in 
favor vote aye those opposed no the eyes have it accordingly the house stands adjourned until 12 o'clock 
noon tomorrow [Applause] 
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well it was quite a hectic night as you see there and it didn't end of course with the adjournment here for 
these delegates for the news men for others security people who seem to have play as important to part here 
the convention is anybody else after the journey the journey session here delegates went back down to the 
loop they found that the National Guard had been called out 700 of them to help control some 2,000 hippies 
who had gathered in Grant Park across the street from the Hilton Hotel and who apparently the police 
thought threatened to lay siege to the hotel where are the headquarters of the Democratic National 
Committee and all of the candidates that never took place of the hippies were fairly calm in the park nobody 
charged them and they didn't charge the police or the National Guard and most of them slept out in the park 
overnight which was a violation of city ordinances apparently but nobody felt that they wanted to challenge 
them the delegates meanwhile went back to their rooms and many of them had informal caucuses 
throughout the night the Teddy Kennedy boom off the ground during the evening with the report that Steve 
Smith his brother-in-law and principal consultant had been around town a meeting with the various of the 
delegations and the candidates including a meeting with the Senator McCarthy the there's a lot of talk here 
on the floor buttons were passed out and stickers for Teddy Kennedy it looked like that boom was going to 
get off the ground and perhaps go somewhere but it all ended this morning with us we announced to Teddy 
Kennedy's announcement that he could not accept the nomination even as he had said the same about the 
vice-presidential nomination earlier for personal and family reasons and Senator Joseph tidings of Maryland 
probably put it best when he told CBS this morning that was like a higher high wire Walker who got within an 
inch of the other end of the wire yesterday it was a almost sure thing that this was an 
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was a almost sure thing that this was an honest Draft comparing with that of Wendell Willkie in 1940 but of 
course today it is over and Humphrey is well on the way to the nomination tonight just this morning Richard 
Hughes the Governor of New Jersey released his delegation he was listed as a possible favorite son most of 
the southern governor's released their delegations yesterday and nearly all of those delegations are 
expected to go to Humphrey the Louisiana's governor McKibben is expected to release his delegation a little 
later this morning Philip Hart to the Michigan senator however who was for Teddy Kennedy came out for 
McCarthy this morning there will be this platform fight this afternoon it's a last-ditch effort to by the McCarthy 
McGovern forces to get a platform that they believe this party can win on and go to the people on for the 
November election and by some conceived they hope for almost inconceivable hook or crook perhaps the 
convention could be carried along in its enthusiasm for a piece of platform into a McCarthy or McGovern 
candidacy it's a very slim hope at this point even by their supporters and Humphrey according to our CBS 
News delegate count is way over the top and will get the nomination tonight this quick turnaround here this 
this early morning hours these ten hours we've had between sessions is all it's very difficult for a great many 
people you see the scene outside the convention hall here the international amphitheater six miles southwest 
of the loop downtown as the delegates await in the Sun out there trying to get into the hall through the few 
turnstiles which will accept their very complicated passes that have to be fitted in those little slots you've 
seen a lot of that turning this vast hall around with all of its 
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this vast hall around with all of its facilities is a little bit like turning the Queen Mary around for a return trip to 
Europe in just ten hours this whole convention hall has to be refueled and stoked with all of those small 
necessities that make it go delegates would have to allow at least an hour to get downtown and back that's 


two hours out of the ten they had all of their conferences deciding where they were going today with both the 
platform with the candidates since things seem to be changing by the minute here at Chicago so it didn't 
leave very much time for a night's sleep many of the people here the kind who would rather talk the NAP 
anyway particularly when they've got politics to talk about and there a lot of it to talk here I'm sure that very 
few of them had more than three or four hours sleep and that's not going to do any good for their nerves here 
today and what is likely to be a very nerve-wracking session the turnaround is tough on all of the 
maintenance people out here when we arrived this morning a couple of hours ago the hall was still strewn 
with the debris of last night's Carnival of politics and an army of cleanup men who are trying to make it look 
presentable again for this day's session they seem to have succeeded and incidentally the Paul here is a 
quite good-looking a decoration job they've done wonders with it reminds me of a semi durante with an old 
nightclub here in Chicago that used to come out and open his act there it's a chez paree Jeffrey what a what 
a beautiful name for a warehouse downstairs the man on the cigarette machine was even complaining this 
morning that that he hadn't had time to replenish his stock the shoeshine boy didn't get to work this morning 
but since l'm stuck behind this desk | don't suppose that'll bother any of you breakfast was not easy for the 
delegates to this convention the room service was over an hour at most hotels this morning 
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over an hour at most hotels this morning the early hours as everybody tried to get breakfast at the same 
moment to get off to this hall those of us who would like a cup of coffee and forgo of that this morning 
Chicago police many of whom have been on duty for as many as 17 hours got some relief from that call-up 
of the National Guard in Grant's Park overnight but they're back | suppose you could say bright and early this 
morning all of us here at the CBS News wish mayor Daly a very good morning and we're all ready for the

happened down here that Georgia delegation is now where the Oklahoma delegation was and the Oklahoma 
delegation is now where the Georgia delegation was they have just put these changes delegations right 
across the floor now from the beginning for those who may not recall this complex and complicated Georgia 
situation the reason they did this is the Georgia delegation has been enlarged by this convention so they 
needed more room to put all the Georgia seats in and | think my colleague John Hart who's here and who 
lived in Georgia for a while and knows that story well John could you give us the background on exactly what 
the argument was over Georgia how it was settled well was settle last night yesterday and a caucus of the 
regular Georgians who are sitting in front incidentally a gentleman came early this morning was writing 
regular are on the 
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morning was writing regular are on the front seats which means that they have first crack at the microphone 
on the floor today so that the loyalists will sit in the back they will vote separately this allows the regular 
Georgians who decided not to follow Lester Maddox out of this convention to go back to their constituents 
and say | did not sit down with Julian Bond which was the real divisive issue here more than any other issue 
it was Julian Bond and so the Loyalists will vote there 20 and a half votes but first the regulars will vote there 
20 and a half votes in voting with them will be the two national committeeman and what's happened here is 
they they needed extra room for the extra people that they put in the Georgia delegation and so move 
georgia across the hall but Georgia where Oklahoma used to be and put Oklahoma back on rather bad 
positioning all on the other side slow we used to call the army event | requisitioned right exactly water also 
we have with us dr. McKee hydrat who was the gentleman the delegate who was being forcibly ejected from 
the hall last evening when one of the security guards here of hit me and | thought it might be of some interest 
to talk to him he's back in the hall tonight dr. Hyde retiro medical doctor re oh yes I'm a general practitioner 
and | do everything but major surgery only no management Americans a country doctor and you are a 


delegate to the convention that is correct the regula now could you tell us what happened to you last night 
why are these people were trying to throw you out exactly what happened well then | picked up the Georgia 
standard and yes this one here or one is similar to it and started for the podium with it at that time the blue 
guards the labs in blue those are the anti frames yes attempted to arrest and death they standard from me 
this made me very displeased because | felt that it was not unknown that

were not uniforms it would be my guess they were principally a federal but did they identify themselves they 
did not identify themselves whatsoever and and what did they say to you they said they said not much to me 
they were very excited and said to each other get him out of here get him out of here what is he doing arrest 
him arrest him and | said I'm a bona fide delegate | had my badge own | was fully identifiable | told | was a 
member of the General Assembly of Georgia and them the regular delegation and to put me down now what 
happened | | came and tried to talk to you just about even with this wall tomorrow he as | understood it tell us 
what happened from from what you saw well | said | read eventually saw that you were floored you know but 
| did not know any events that led up to it or why you were being attacked all right well where did they take 
you the last file last recollection of seeing you was | was on the rug and they whisk you find me where did 
they take you and what happened that huh well then it took me over here to what would be sort of under the 
bleachers at a stadium and they talked for a moment of to and they begin to calm down they were much 
more excited than | was and after they calm down you saw | was a bona fide delicate and that | was a 
member of the General Assembly of Georgia men the regular delegation and so forth and | have some status 
they made a hundred eighty three turn and what did they say now they said you're free you're free go back 
and do what you want to did they ever identify themselves they know they never did identify themselves later 
an FBI agent came down did identify himself and reassured me that everything was in order but the men who 
were | lied say | was not ever arrested they never said they were arresting you know they said 
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they were arresting you know they said arrest him arrest him but they never told me they were arresting me 
and they never identified they never did identify the system right now | could not tell you precisely who they 
were then yes what was dr. Hardin going to do with the banner in the the flag when he marched towards the 
podium with it dr. Hajra to Walter Cronkite is asking what were you going to do with the Georgia standard or 
later the Georgia flag mr. Cronkite the standard became a sort of a symbol of protest because we fortified 
they felt that after 90 years of choosing our delegates in a certain way and being assured by the credentials 
committee before we arrived in Chicago that we would be the bonafide delegation it was a protest in behalf 
of the people back in southeast Georgia that | represent the water this gets back to the original controversy 
in Georgia and | think John Hart has a gentleman mr. dinkler who can give us his views on that John did you 
want to speak to mr. Bingley yes then the interesting thing now is as a result of the whole division that today 
on the Vietnam flank you can just about predict what the vote in Georgia will be mr. toeffler how are the 
regulars going to vote you're wearing a humphrey button we're going to vote for the Humphrey majority 
which is the plank of Humphrey Johnson and presumably the loyalists will vote the other way | would assume 
so and | noticed last night when we were getting ready to vote that we were unanimous as a regular so you 
would predict the vote of Georgia and the plank would be 22 and a half for the majority and 20 and a half 
against well | can't say | knew they were having some polling in their own delegation | could hear it going on 
but the division is right down the line between the two delegation that's correct do you still insist that there is 
not a single Georgia delegation here no | do not there's no single Georgia delegation the good angels 
committee saw fit to appoint two delegations and you'd there are enough of you left to flesh out your 
complete delegation that is all of the votes of Georgia can be voted because enough of the regular stayed 
absolutely 
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enough of the regular stayed absolutely now why didn't why didn't you leave with Lester Maddox well we 
took a poll last Maddox was in the caucus and he said anyone who wanted to as a regular let they can't just 
be there guys they could stay I'll go this is a repudiation of the governor is it as it's is this a repudiation of the 
governor's leadership no II made his position very clear on this convention all | know is in the caucus that's 
where it was each one got up in turn and voted whether they would go or stay now while you are staying 
here as a Democrat and say you'll go back and remain a Democrat is it conceivable that you will not be able 
to support the Democratic nominee I'm going to support the Democratic nominee thank you very much 
Walter thank you gentlemen there are several late reports in this morning as apparently the convention falls 
in line for Hubert Humphrey where it apparently has been all along senator governor McKibben of Louisiana 
has now released his delegation and Mills Godwin the governor of Virginia has released his they their 
delegations were pledged to them as favorite son candidates if they have been placed in nomination but now 
both men have released their delegations that Governor Godwin of course is back in Virginia at the bedside 
of his young daughter who was struck by lightning last Sunday but both of those delegations are primarily 
believed in most of the delegations if not all of them for Humphrey son governor Dan Moore however of 
North Carolina says that he will release his delegation only after the first ballot in as much as the North 
Carolina State Convention required that he permit him name to go into nomination and hold for the first ballot 
but he'll released them immediately thereafter earlier today Governor Maddox of a 
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earlier today Governor Maddox of a Georgia withdrew from the candidacy that he had declared only a couple 
of weeks ago the announcement and the reason for the Maddox withdraw were given by the Georgia 
governor himself in a statement he read at the Hilton Hotel my conscience will not let me support such 
programs such platforms and such candidates in obedience to God and in loyalty to my country | denounced 
them with all the breath within my body with all my voice as a free American and | cannot | will not associate 
myself with the Socialists who have surrendered to the beatniks the criminal elements of this country the 
misfits and the misguided at the expense of freedom and liberty and law and order | have issued a request to 
chairman Brady to withdraw himself all the staff of the Georgia Democratic Party all the resources from the 
Communists or calmness Duke bond delegation or any other regular or so-called regular delegate or group

it shocked every nation in the world over 40 of treaties with male interface and torque to reduce casualties 
below the present level and lower the level of violence by reducing offensive operations retreat into defensive 
Conclave this is a sure way to kill more American boys a military standpoint you can't fight a war ona 
defensive basis alone any objective analysis of these planks in this Bernardo report seems to me would be 
totally unacceptable to the American people in the vast majority of American people do not subscribe to this 
view cover one last question you mentioned spoilers how much of this do 
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mentioned spoilers how much of this do you think personal animosity President Johnson why they don't 
know that so much it as it is that he's a symbol of what they're trying to do here they have to pick out 
something and some of it may be personal but | can't imagine that it is most of these people who are put in 
that category have really endorsed the program that he's put through the Congress the last four years thank 
you very much governor John Connally of Texas Walter Thank You governor helped Hale Boggs has just 
introduced Phillip Burton the congressman from California let's listen a moment | would like to note for the 
record [Music] the unexcelled cooperation and fairness given to all members of the drafting committee as 
well as the full committee on platforms and resolutions exhibited by our outstanding chairman and the 
Minority Whip Majority Whip of the House Hale Boggs this is circled this is sort of the oratorical equivalent of 
the captains of the team shaking hands or they go into combat these are the leaders of the two sides by and 
large you know the leader of the forces for the McCarthy McGovern flank Hale Boggs is the leader of the 
Dorothy Johnson fight but of course there was the expected division on the all-important issue of our policy in 
Southeast Asia and even in that respect the opportunity for those who differ from the chair to speak their 
mind and to press their point of view as available at all times and | think at this point in the deliberations it 
should be noted that 
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deliberations it should be noted that every single point of view and this certainly would include those that 
agreement virtually all but disagree with our plank with reference to Southeast Asia | think this record should 
reflect the outstanding job done by our most eminent majority with the distinguished congressman from 
Louisiana Hale Bob's a nice old state thank you very much the debate begins this will be the beginning of 
this classic debate such as hasn't been the site presented at a political convention in many a decade 
historical significance as these two sides present their positions on Vietnam now read the majority and

interim defense and development measures until the fighting stops accelerate our efforts to train and equip 
the South Vietnamese Army so that it can defend its own country and carry out cut back to the u.s. military 
involvement as a South Vietnamese forces are able to take over their larger responsibility we should 
simultaneously do all in our power to support and encourage further economic political and social 
development and reform in South Vietnam including annex the land reform program we support President 
Johnson's repeated offer to provide a substantial US contribution to the post-war Iraq reconstruction of South 
Vietnam as well as to the economic development of the entire region including North Vietnam Japan of the 
European industrial states should be urged to join in this post-war up for the future we will make it clear that 
US military and economic nature will be selected in addition to considerations of our vital interest and our 
resources we will take into account the determination of the nations that request our help to help themselves 
and their willingness to help each other through a regional and multilateral cooperation we want no bases in

South Vietnam the minority provides no equivalent protection once troops are withdrawn the minority would

assembly as free men to consider certain proposals which we as a party must take to the people this fall we 
must now consider not only what this long and tragic conflict in Vietnam has done to that tortured nation but 
what it is done to America to our plan to our ideals to our image of ourselves as a people we have not only 
devastated Vietnam but we have distorted the vision of America we went to Vietnam to help but now we 
remain to destroy we did not intend it so but as Tacitus once said we have created a desert and called it 
peace we wanted the people of the UN of Vietnam to live in freedom now our concern is that they be able to 
live at all [Applause] we went there to preserve freedom now there is no freedom in Vietnam north or south 
[Applause] we wanted to save the children of Vietnam from tyranny now we want to save them from death 
and one of ourselves and one of our people and one of our sons we have lost 25,000 young American lives 
in Vietnam lives and talents which this 
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in Vietnam lives and talents which this nation desperately needs for the solution of our problems at home we 
have spent a hundred billion dollars money and resources which again are needed for the repair of the 
ravages in our own society scripture says what father if asked by his son for bread would give him a stone 
our young men have asked for a chance to build and develop and we have sent them overseas to destroy 
and to kill [Applause] our young black people have asked to be trained for a job and we have trained them for 
warfare [Applause] [Music] we are told we cannot afford to rebuild our cities because the necessary funds 
are diverted to this destruction of the villages of Vietnam | say to you that we here in this convention today 
are facing the ultimate decision which the people of this country are going to have to make in the weeks and 
the months ahead if the leadership to make this terrible and fateful decision is to come at all it must come 
from the Democratic Party it is obviously not going to come from our adversary [Applause] that decision will 
not be made by a few leaders or a few appointed officials it will be made if it is made at all by we the people

of unity within this party and within this nation and will aid in healing the emotional overtones which pervade 
this issue yes mr. chairman today's debate must serve to review the degrees of differences that we have on 
this issue but most importantly mr. chairman most importantly for our party and for this nation it must 
emphasize our fundamental agreements the first area of agreement 
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agreements the first area of agreement must be that peace is the goal of the Democratic Party and on this 
we must be united that in our party the only difference of opinion is how to best achieve this peace 
permanently honorably and quickly that this long ugly conflict that has divided the nation of Vietnam in 
Southeast Asia that we as a party in that we as a people must not let it divide our own that we are unified 
today by the fact that we seek peace in Southeast Asian throughout the world we are unified today that in 
seeking the means to secure that peace we must all work together we are unified today in a total and 
complete commitment to bring the war in Vietnam to a quick and enduring honorable conclusion and we are 
unified today in the unquenchable hope that we must bring our American sons home but in achieving this 
peace and until it is secured we must not turn our back on our fighting sons in Vietnam we must not let the 
careless emotional use of slogans or empty phrases give the world the impression that America is seeking to 
escape the hard realities of surviving in today's international community yes mr. chairman it is a noble dream 
that we have that we could someday have a world of quote no more Wars unquote this must be our goal of 
this party and of our people it must be our hope and it must be our constant challenge but mr. chairman we 
must remain strong we must remain wise 
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must remain strong we must remain wise and we must as a party and as a nation be united if we are to 
secure this peace this is the theme this is the purpose and this is the lesson of the majority plank what was 
its chairman for the majority opinion majority planck senior member of the house there about three and a half 
minutes left for the debate on either side on both sides mr. senator or congressman Phillip Burton of San
